St. Louis, March 29.—Between four and

house that Governor Marmaluke had 
signed the measure known as the “repeal 
of the law of 1857." It had been con- 
fidently anticipated by a majority 
of the prominent liquor-dealers 
that the Goveraor would “pocket veto’’

the measure, and when it was announced ' 


that he had signed it, they refused to be- 


heve it. Then came the _ telegram 
confirming the news, and op: 
ponents of the measure felt that 


their only hope lay in the courts, 
where the constitutionality of the law is 
to be tested. The Governor’s action was a 
Waterloo to the hopes of the saloon men 
and others who are directly interestel in 
the matter. “When the Governor signs 
it, andI don’t believe he will,’ said ex- 
President Bremer, of the Saloon-keepers’ 
Association, it will be time enough to act.” 

Others who believed the Governor would 
sign the repeal, have been at work pre- 
paring to meet the cyclone and even went 
80 far as to call a meeting of saloon-keep- 
ers about two weeks ago. 

As it stands the Downing law will be- 
come a law on the |st of July, and the peo- 
ple whose interests are affected are g:ven 
until that time to trim their sails to the 
breeze and prevent swamping. 

At Faust’s last night the law was the 
almost exclusive topic of discussion. The 
proprietor, who was ill, had retired early, 
but his manager says thatif the courts 
pronounce the law valid he will close his 
bar on Sunday. The restaurant, which 
comes under the head of ‘necessities,”’ 
will remain open. 

Rey. 8. J. Niccolls, D. D., was seen last 
night by a reporter, who was the first to 
inform him of the Governor’s action in 
the matter. He said: “I am excced- 
ingly glad that the Governor has done 
this, and am sure that he reflects 
the convictions of the mora) 
and law-abiding element in this city 
and elsewhere. I, for one, am greatly re- 
joiced at the moral firmness he has dis- 
played, for I can we!l understand what 
powerful influences have been brought 
to bear on him to veto the bill. All honor 
to the Governor for the bold stand he has 
taken in this matter. I believe that 
the execution of this law in _ St. 
Louis, while it will meet with great op- 
position will result in the repres3ion of 
crime aud vice to a very large degree. It 
is an undisputed fact that the opening of 
the saloons on Sunday produces more 
crime and disorder on that day than on 
any other day in the week. I believe that 
if the authorities are really in. earnest 
that law can be enforced here as in New 
York, Philadelphia, Biltimoro, Washing- 
ton City, and even New Orleans. New 
York has a larger foreign population by 
four-fold than we have, and yet the Sun- 
day closing is enforced in that city. We 
do notask for the closing of the saloons 
special yon religious grounds, but sim- 





ply in the interest of good morals and the 


welfare of the community. We as| 
ministers do not desire the | 
‘enforcement of .what are . known: 


as puritanical laws in the observance of | 
the Sabbath. Each man must be free to 
act according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, yet he must not turn liberty 
into license, or use it in such a way as to 
injure others or promote vice and crime. 
We also recognize the fact that the 
necessities of city life jus ify a cer- 
tain amount of work which was not nee- 
essary under former conditions of so 
ciety. Some things must be done in the 
city on the Sabbath, which would not be 
justified by the plea of necessity or mercy 
inthe country. So itis that Sunday laws 
framed for city life fifty years age 
may not be applicable in all their 
details to the present condition. But as 
this law of 1857 specially referred to the 
saloons, itis to be hoped that its applica- 
tion will bear directly, upon them. At the 
earliest opportunity the paper which] 
was authorized by the Eva igelical *Alli- 
ance to prepare on this subject will be 
presented to the public.

Government Attaches, Congressmen, Et 
Al, Will Hearaftor Have to Curtail 
Their Travels or Pay Their Farce.

inter-State passes w:ll be issued in future, 
is bound to have a distressing effect upon.

granted them, practicully reaping a rich 
revenue at the expense of the railroads.

Representative a mileage fee of ten 

cents per mile, based on the long haul 

from their homes to the capital and re- 
| turn, which 1s equal to tweaty cents por 
mile one way. This is maie up on the 
| theory that the round trip from home is 

; made twice during each term of.Congres3. 

There are few who vome to Congress who 

have not their pockets filled with passes. 

If the distance is great, itadds handsom3- 

ly tothe salary. The same practice and 

rule applies to all sections of the country, 
and it can be seen how the pass system 
bas been abused by the Government rep- 
resentatives. Oa more thin one occa- 
sion Congressmen appointed on funeral 
commissions have traveled on passes and 
afterward charged the cost of railroad 
travel tothe Government. There is, per- 
haps, no class:of people who have so 
abused the courtesy extended by railroads. 
as has been indulged in by some in the 
employ of the Government. A prominent 
railroad official is authority for the state- 
ment that the largest percentage of names. 
on the black list .which is kept. 
by the roads of persons selling and. 
renting passes are those in the eth- 
ploy of the Government. In the summer 
time, when the seashore or mountains 
are more attactive than the sunny streets 
of Washington, it is not an uacpmmoan 
thing to fiad Senators and Representatives 
ordering the sergeant-at-arms to write 
for passes. It has male littlS differenc2
